Henry Hackett, for example, is a 
man tom between his career and mar 
nage. Despite his love for his wife, he 
finds himself more obligated two the 
newspaper, leaving her to settle for his 
workaholic lifestyle that is, unul 
“this day.” 

And there is the editor-in-chief 
played by Robert Duvall. Here isa man 
wom out and literally sick from all the 
years he committed to the newspaper, 
leaving himself estranged from his 
daughter and lonely for his family 
that is, until “this day.” 

The scenes take the audience into 
the framework of a newspaper staff 
From the clutter of paperwork to the 
rapid “clicking” of computer key- 
boards, the newsroom becomes a place 
of high energy and chaoui stress. Re- 
porters race against the clock to meet 
the deadline, photographers fight to get 
a good camera shot and people race one 
another to get the story of the day 

Humor and quick-wit from the char- 
acters also keep this movie going 
Randy Quaid wonderfully portrays a 
neurouc, sarcastic columnist who hides 
from his enemies — that is, until “this 
day.” 

One day is all it takes to change the 
life of every individual 

For people who like Ron Howard 
films, here is anew movie to definitely 
see. “The Paper” is an enjoyable film, 
full of anucs, craziness and tender rev 
elations.
